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SCIENTISTS INVESTIGATE 
CAUSES OF RIVER SILT 


A scientific survey of the River 
Thames has just been started 
which will take about three years 
to complete. It is being made by 


|a team of experts which will take 


It 
is being made by a team of ex- 
perts from the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research 
among whom are chemists, hydro- 
graphers, divers’ and dredgemen. 
Their detailed investigations will 
cover about 60 miles of the river’s 
course. They will study causes of 
silting and chart the speed and 
direction of currents at varying 
stages of the tide. It is anticipated 
this work will save thousands of 
pounds which must now be spent 


in constant dredging to ensure 
that the river channels are kept 
open for shipping. 


40 Highway Projects

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CHEQUE FRAUDS 


If you try to cash a cheque at a 
bank or retail store, where you're 
not well known, don’t get sore if 
the banker or storekeeper asks for 
identification, perhaps refuses to 
accept the cheque, writes D. G.

So many cheque frauds are being 
attempted just now that prudent 
people won't take a chance. Retail 
merchants are specially named as 
being the victims of the cheque

One 
factor lies in the millions of 
cheques being issued for family 
allowances, war service pensions, 
return of compulsory savings, and 
income tax refunds.

That is the sort of arithmetic that 
runs through the mind of many a 
Newfoundlander as he ponders the 
yearly half million or so aeroplane 
passengers who travel the eight ma- 
jor airlines that touch at Gander, So 
far, only a fraction of the millions 
of dollars that this tourist possibility 
seems to represent has been realized 
The reason, of course, is that Gander 
is still a comparatively new airport, 
is not yet backed up with hotel fa- 
cilities that are needed to cash in on 
what are undoubtedly some of the 
world’s finest tourist opportunities. 

If you were to take advantage of 
these opportunities, you could leave 
New York and be at Gander in six 
hours, It would take you 12 ‘hours 


Animals And Birds 
Familiar To Hunters 
Of The West 


Whitetail deer—most common deer 
of the provinces. Each antler makes 
a backward then forward sweep with 
the prongs branching up from it. Its 
tail is longer and bushier than that 
of the Mule deer and white under- 
neath, which makes it look like a 
raised flag in flight. 

Mule deer or “Jumper”’—antlers ar- 
ranged in even forks, tail is short 
and light coloured with a black tip. 
In flight this deer drops its tail and 
clears the ground with a peculiar 
rocking bound. ‘ 

Barrenground Caribou — travels in 
bands throughout the year, but as 
the winter season approaches forms 
in large herds and moves down from 
Arctic wastelands into timber limits. 
Its unusually high, back-sweéping, 
branched antlers, which are worn by 
both sexes, make it easily recognized. 

Moose—most prized quarry of both} 
woodsmen and big game hunters. Its 
huge head and Roman nose, large- 
sized, wide spreading palmated ant- 
lers make it easily identified. Equip- 
ped with an extremely acute sense of 
hearing- and smelling, this animal 
tests the patience and skill of the 
very keenest of hunters, 

Wild Birds 

Mallard — nesting in every marsh, 
slough and pothole, the Mallard is 
the most popular bird with the ma- 
jority of sportsmen. The green head, 
and white ring on neck of the male 
makes it easily distinguishable from | 
other wild ducks, It may be hunted 
in marshes or in flight over stubble | 
iields. 

Canvas-back—is a good size having | 
an average weight of three pounds, 
but being one of the swiftest birds 
is difficult to shoot which makes it 
all the more fun for the keen hunt- 
er. It is prized just as much for its 
excellent table qualities as for the} 
fine sport it offers the hunter. 

Redhead — distinguished from the 
Canvas-back by its slightly smaller 
size, darker back and the distinct 
shape of head, with abruptly rising 
forehead and concave bill, This bird 
makes delicious eating 

Canada Goose — “Honker’” is the 
aristocrat of the migratory bird 
world and known and respected by 
hunters everywhere as a wise and| 
wary creature. Easily recognized by 
its impressive V-shaped formation in| 
flight and its loud honking call ... |

ing territory. 

Needless to say, Newfoundlanders 
are beginning to equip some of these 
lost lakes with cabins, and have big 
hopes of additional developments 
centred on Gander. Almost unani-| 
mously they suggest that there is a 
big opporunity here for outside as 
well as domestic capital. 

It would, of course, be a mistake 
to think of the tourist trade of New- 
foundland only in terms of the op- 
portunities from Gander, At present, 
the most active tourist development 
is in the southeast corner—the Ava- 
lon peninsula, Here the tourist is 
offered all the beauties of seaside life 
amid rugged surroundings.

Poison Once Used 
Arrows Now Used 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J.—The use 
of a South American drug, once used 


by Indians to paralyze their enemies, 
as a help in operations was reported 
at the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, 

The drug is the well-known curare, 
a highly toxic extract of poisonous 
tropical trees used in South America 
as an arrow poison, 

One report on the use of curare 
was made by Drs. V. K. Stoelting, 
and J. P. Graf, of the Indiana Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, Indian- 
apolis, They said that a new form 
of the drug, known technically as 
metubine, was an efficient adjunct to 
anesthesia—a chemical that puts the 
patient to sleep while the surgeon 
operates, i 

The scientists reported on 500 cases 
in which curare, or metubine, was 
used as a relaxant during operations. 

Based on the results, the doctors 
concluded that metubine was “one of 
the most promising preparations to

Something To 
Fit The Corner 


HERE is always too much going 

on in our sitting-room to make it 
a good place for letter-writing or 
doing the household accounts, 

To provide a quiet writing corner 
I fitted this simple wall desk in our 
bedroom. It required rather more 
timber than most of the other fit- 
ments I have described, but now that 
many decorative hardwoods are off 
the ration it is possible to make more 
ambitious furniture. 

First Step: The desk is constructed 
on the boards A and B. They are 
2 feet. by 10 inches, and then B is 
cut thé thickness of the timber 
shorter. The two boards fit side to 
end in the corner—see sketch. 


HOW TO ASSEMBLE 
Second step: Side pieces, 31% inch-| 


es by 10 inches, are screwed on the

Third step: A supporting bar for 
the writing surface, 2 inches by 1 
inch in section, is cut at an angle 
and screwed into the back 
side pieces—see the small diagram.

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The two methods of canning fruit 
are commonly described as the “hot 
pack” and the “cold pack”, This 
merely refers to the condition of the 
fruit when it is placed in the con- 
tainer, 

The cold pack method refers to the 
practice of placing the prepared 
pieces of fruit in the container and 
covering with hot syrup. 

The hot pack method refers to the 
heating of the fruit to a boil with a 
little added water and sugar before 
it is placed in the container, This 
method results in broken pieces and 
a more or less stewed product, The 
first method retains the natural 
shape of the pieces and is the method 
commonly used in commercial can- 
ning.

even though the appearance of the 
resulting product is not quite so at- 
tractive as is obtained by the cold 
pack method, 

Directions For Cold Pack Method 

Use this method for canning Cher- 
ries, Apricots, Peaches, Pears, Plums 
and Prunes. 

1. Test the jars to see that they 
make an airtight seal. Wash in warm 
soapy water, Put in a container of 
hot water and bring to a boil. 

2. Make a thin Syrup, using 2 cups 
of water to 1 cup sugar. Boil 5 min- 
utes, 

3. Select fruit that is fresh and at 
the proper stage of maturity. Wash 
‘and prepare the fruit into pieces 
suitable for serving. Pack into hot 
jars. Take care to see that no bits 
of fruit interfere with the seal. 

4. Fill the glass-top jars full to 
overflowing with boiling hot syrup. 
Fill the metal-top jars to within one 
inch of the top. Partly seal the jars, 
using the special technique required 
for each type of jar. 

Screw-top jars—tighten and turtt 
4 turn. 

Spring-top jars—adjust the rub- 
ber and top and leave the low- 
er spring up. 

Metal-top jars—adjust the top in 
place with clamps or adjust 
with a metal screw band until 
tight. 

5. Process (i.e. cook) the jars by 
either of these methods: 

Hot Water Bath—Put rack in the 
bottom of the wash-boiler, Place the 
jars in the boiler and see that they 
are covered by one inch of water, 
Start timing when the water begins 
to boil. 

Oven Method—This method is ad- 
vised, only if the oven can be con- 
trolled accurately with the thermo- 
stat. It should not be attempted 
with a coal or wood stove, where the 
oven temperature may vary. 

Put jars in a pan with 144 inch of 
water in bottom. (The broiler pan is 
excellent.) Process at a temperature 
of 250 deg. to 275 deg. for time speci- 
fied, 

6. When processing is completed, 
remove the jars and seal. Do not 
tighten, tap or invert the metal-top 
jars. 

7. Test the screw-top by inverting 
for a few minutes and test the 
spring-top jar by placing the jar on 
its side, If any leaks are found, in- 
vestigate the trouble. These simple 
tips may help you to overcome the 
difficulty.

Measure into bowl, }4 cup luke- F J 
warm water, 1 teaspoon granu- 
lated sugar; stir until sugar is 
dissolved, Sprinkle with 1 en- 
velope Fleischmann’s Royal Fast 
Rising Dry Yeast.
